BOULDER DAM—SEPTEMBER 30 


The official announcement of the de- 
sign and date of issue of the prospec- 
tive Boulder Dam Stamp with less 
than two weeks before the fatal day, 
sent Washington newspaper reporters 
and philatelic writers scurrying for 
the telegraph wires. 

That was Monday forenoon (Sept. 
16). Thursday noon a hastily pre- 
pared statement was issued changing 
the official date from Sept. 28 to Sept. 
30. This new information was re- 
ceived too late to make the issue of 
that week. Monday September 30, 
will be the big day at Boulder City, 
with the release of the stamp and 
over at Boulder Dam, some 6 miles 
to the east, the dedicatory ceremonies 
will hold nationwide interest, as the 
President is to be present and also 
make an address. 

As for the stamp, so far as learned, 
the time is too limited for issuance 
of anything but a stamp from the 
flat plates. That ordinarily means 
that there will be some fourteen 
straight-edged stamps to each sheet 
of 50, however, it has been suggested 
to the Post Office officials that these 
stamps be perforated all around in

the same manner as the 50-cent Zep- 
pelins and the perforated Byrds. 
you will recall, these two issues were 
perforated right through the center 
lines. 

The photograph from which the 
stamp design was taken was an air- 
plane view looking up and down the 
Colorado River gorge. The Boulder 
Dam is about the center of the pic- 
ture, the power plant is well in the 
foreground, vast rocky formations to 
either side and a high plateau at the 
back. The stamp, is to show a verti- 
cal panel from this picture, will be 
printed in purple, the usual color of 
the 3-cent denomination, and about 
the size as the regular current special 
delivery stamp. This size has become 
almost a standard for the commemo- 
rative issues. 

The initial printing order calls for 
fifty million of this new commemora- 
tive. Its popularity will decide whether 
more will be printed. 

Some of the facts pertaining to 
the Boulder Dam might be of interest 
to our readers. 

The Congressional appropriation 
authorizes expenditure on the entire 
project not to exceed $165,000,000. 

The Boulder Dam will be by far 
the highest Dam in the world. The 
quantity of water that the reservoir 
will hold is given as 30,500,000 acre 
feet. To the uninitiated that is some- 
what vague, so to clarify the picture 
to the layman, the Bureau of Reclam- 
ation points out that this quantity 
of water would cover the entire State 
of New York to the depth of one foot. 
The approximate area of the reser- 
voir is 227 square miles, the largest 
artificial reservoir in the world. 

Boulder City, Nevada, is unique in 
that it is located on Government re- 
served land and is entirely controlled 
and regulated by the United States 
Government through the Bureau of 
Reclamation and directly by the con- 
struction engineer, Mr. Walker R. 
Young. A city manager is appointed 
for administration of the city, in- 
cluding matters concerning business 
concessions and all transactions usual- 
ly performed by a city government. 
Police powers are vested in Federal 
rangers operating under the city man- 
ager. An advisory committee lends 
assistance to the construction engineer 
and the city manager on all matters 
relating to the administration of 
Boulder City.

The Philippine Post Office 
Officials offered to sell imperforates 
to any one who would buy 10,000 
pesos worth. Someone agreed to do 
so and the stamps were issued. This 
statement should seem to make this 
issue smell about as bad at the late 
Farley Effort.

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The Colonial Jubilee Issues 
Produced by Three Printers 


The contract for printing the var- 
ious Jubilee stamps in the general 
colonial design was obtained by 
Messrs. Waterlow & Sons Ltd., but 
owing to the large supplies required 
Waterlow’s found it necessary to ob- 
tain the assistance of two other well- 
known firms of stamp printers, 
Messrs. De La Rue and Bradbury, 
Wilkinson & Co. 

For a time it was thought that it 
would be impossible to distinguish 
the work of the various firms, be- 
cause no imprints were applied. 

However, the problem has appar- 
ently been solved in “Gibbons’ Stamp 
Monthly,” to which magazine we are 
indebted to the following information. 

In the first instance, the De La Rue 
prints can be recognised by the per- 
foration, which is 13%x14, as against 
11x12 of Waterlow & Sons and Brad- 
bury, Wilkinson & Co. 

Gibbons’ indicates that sheets or 
marginal blocks may be allocated to 
the correct printers by the following 
means:This is done by “the placing 
of the small sheet marginal crosses, 
which act as guides for perforating. 
Type A (as we may call it) had the 
centre of the crosses 13 mm. from the 
outside edge of the nearest stamp de- 
sign, but in Type B the spacing was 
only 9% mm.” The first spacing is 
believed to be that of Waterlow & 
Sons and the second, Bradbury, Wil- 
kinson & Co. By means of this form- 
ula Gibbons’ have succeeded in allo- 
cating the stamps of the Colonial is- 
sues as follows:— 

Waterlow & Sons:—Ascension, Bar- 
bados, Bermuda, British Somaliland, 
Cyprus, Grenada, Leeward Islands, 
Montserrat, Nigeria, Nyasaland, St.

Boulder Dam Stamp 


Postmaster General James A. Far- 
ley announced September 15th that 
the Post Office department will issue 
a special three-cent postage stamp 
commemorating the completion of the 
Boulder Dam in Nevada on September 
28, 1935. 

The new stamp, which is to be the 
same size as the current Special De- 
livery issue (84/100 by 1-44/100 in.) 
and arranged vertically, will first be 
offered for sale at the post office in 
Boulder City, Nevada, September 28, 
and it will be placed on sale at post 
offices throughout the country start- 
ing September 30, or as soon there- 
after as distribution will permit. 

Enclosed within a double line bord- 
er, the new stamp is to be printed in 
purple ink, and will have as its cen- 
tral subject a view of the Boulder 
Dam reproduced from an airplane pic- 
ture taken at a low altitude, showing 
the Colorado River gorge both above 
and below the construction line. 
Across the bottom of the stamp in a 
white panel will be the denomination 
designation “3c” at each end. Along 
the base of the stamp will be the 
words “U. S. Postage” in dark Roman 
lettering. Immediately above this in- 
scription within a narrow panel with 
white edges and dark background is 
to be the inscription: “Boulder Dam 
—1935” in white Gothic lettering. 

The new Boulder Dam stamps are 
to be printed in sheets of fifty, and 
the Post Office Department has requi- 
sitioned fifty million on the initial 
printing. 

Stamp collectors desiring first-day 
cancellations on September 28 may 
send a limited number of addressed 
covers, not to exceed ten, with a cash 
or postal money order remittance pay- 
able to the Postmaster, Boulder City, 
Nevada, covering the value of the 
stamps required for affixing. Owing 
to the delay in the decision to issue 
the stamp, packages of covers bearing 
the postmark of the sender’s post of- 
fice to and including September 28 
will be accepted by the Postmaster 
at Boulder City. 

The Boulder Dam stamp will be 
placed on sale at the Philatelic Agen- 
cy of the Post Office Department in 
Washington on September 30, but the 
Agency will not prepare covers for 
mailing on that date.

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United States Commemorative Stamp Facts 


National Parks Picture Stamps 


For many months prior to the official announce- 
ment, there had been rumors of a special issue of post- 
age stamps featuring National Parks of America. 

On June 22, 1934, announcement was made from 
the office of Third Assistant Postmaster General, C. 
B. Eilenberger that the Department was preparing to 
issue a special series of ten stamps in denominations 
from 1 cent to 10 cents inclusive, containing scenic 
views from the national parks. It was stated that the 
various stamps would be issued from time to time 
throughout the summer of 1934. 

First day covers were to be issued at some post office 
directly associated with the subject of the particular 
stamp, as well as at Washington, D. C., and the 
stamps were to be placed on sale at other postoffices as 
soon as production would permit. 

The National Parks stamps are all printed in sheets 
of 200 on flat bed presses and cut to sheets of 50 
stamps for issue to post offices, unwatermarked and 
perforated 11. 

Nearly all values in this set contain in their design 
hidden pictures, some being quite pronounced. 


The lc—Yosemite is in green and shows a scene in 
Yosemite National Park with the famous El Capitan 
at the right. 

A prominent plate variety is a recut in the clouds 
at the top of the 8th stamp of the lower left pane of 
plate 21248. 

A more prominent variety shows several lines recut 
above the cliff at the right side of the stamp on stamp 
number 19, lower right pane, plate 21247. This 
variety is noted on the imperforate reissue and the 
author is uncertain as to whether it appears on the 
original perforated issue. 

From plates 21246-7-8-9-50-1-2-3. 

First day covers are officially from the post offices 
at Yosemite National Park, Calif., and Washington, 
D. C., on July 16, 1934. 


A special issue of the lc Yosemite stamp in imper- 
forate and gummed sheets of six stamps was issued as 
a souvenir of the Trans-Mississippi Philatelic Exposi- 
tion and Convention held at Omaha, Nebraska, Oc- 
tober 8 to 14, 1934. 

These sheets are approximately 354 inches wide by 
334 inches high and are inscribed on the margin, 
“Printed by the Treasury Department, Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing under authority of James A. 
Farley, Postmaster General, in Compliment to the 
Trans-Mississippi Philatelic Exposition and Conven- 
tion, Omaha, Nebraska, October, 1934.” 

The stamps were first placed on sale at a temporary 
postal station of the Omaha post office, located in the 
Hotel Fontenelle, October 10, 1934. This station was 
known as the Trans-Mississippi Philatelic Convention 
Station. 


First day covers are all officially from the station as 
mentioned above, yet may bear the cancellation of the 
regular Omaha post office. 

It was announced that the postmaster at Omaha 
would not receive and prepare first day covers, but 


this ruling was either changed or disregarded as many 


covers were prepared by the Omaha post office and 
hand!ed in the usual manner. 

The sheets were placed on sale at the Philatelic 
Agency in Washington, D. C., on October 15, 1934, 
These sheets were not sold through post offices. 

The sheets were printed in large sheets made up of 
20 of the small sheets as issued. 

Plate numbers 21341. 


The 2c—Grand Canyon is in red and pictures the 
tea.ples of Deva, Brahma and Zoroaster, and Bright 
Angel Canyon. By holding this stamp in a vertical 
position, one can with a little imagination see the pro- 
file and bust of a man which has been likened to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

‘The most important variety in the Parks stamps 
occurs in the 2c stamp. On plate 21255, fourth stamp 
in the upper left pane, a double transfer exists in the 
upper right corner above the “G” of “Grand”. On 
stamp number 14 of the same pane the whole right 
“ladder” is doubled. The crossed diagonal lines are 
so conspicuously doubled that the shading appears al- 
most as solid color. 

From plates 21254-5-6-7-8-9-60-1. 

First day covers are officially from Grand Canyon, 
Arizona, and Washington, D. C., on July 24, 1934.

Source of Supply for New 
British Colonials 





Many American collectors and deal- 
ers believe that supplies of British 
Colonial Stamps are obtainable from 
London. Such is not the case and the 
following letter from Mr. Ernest G. 
Jarvis of the Kenmore Stamp Com- 
pany of Kenmore, N. Y., should be 
sufficient explanation to keep collect- 
ors from attempting to obtain sup- 
plies of such stamps from London. 

“During my last visit to London in 
June of this year, Mr. Stanfield of the 
Crown Agents told me many collect- 
ors in America send over money for 
sets of stamps of the British Colonies 
and he suggested that I take it up 
with the Philatelic Press in an effort 
to stop this practice, which is both 
annoying to the Crown Agents of the 


Colonies and disappointing to the 
senders. 
It has been a general thought 


among collectors that American deal- 
ers obtained their supplies from Lon- 
don. This is not true and the follow- 
ing statement from Mr. Stanfield, on 
the stationery of the Crown Agents, 
is of interest.” 

“With reference to your call in 
May last, regarding supplies of Col- 
onial stamps from this office, it would 
be of mutual advantage of stamp col- 
lectors in the United States and else- 
where, as well as this office, if it were 
generally known that there is no cen- 
tral agency or any public authority in 
this country from whom collectors or 
stamp dealers residing abroad can 
purchase their requirement of Col- 
onial stamps. This office does not sell 
stamps to collectors, either here or 
abroad.

BROADWAY 
CHATTER

We hear of the accident to Walter 
Seott, the well known and _ beloved 
stamp auctioneer who was injured by 
an automobile. This happened in 
Nassau Street right in the center of 
philatelic activity. We earnestly look 
for Mr. Scott’s early recovery, for we 
know of no man in the game today 
who has a broader knowledge of 
stamps. 





On Sept. 11th, in the lobby of the 
main New York Postoffice the latest 
sale of unclaimed parcels was held. 
Among other things were sold stuffed 
baby alligators, wigs, whistles, false 
mustaches, bridal veils, works of 
Shakespeare. Hats, shoes and wear- 
ables are snapped up by second hand 
dealers from the Eastside of New 
York, and jewelry is sought after in 
these auctions. One bookseller re- 
cently picked up a rarity in books. 


A novelty that appealed to us was 
the two sheets of Czechoslavia phil- 
atelic sheets that we saw at a Nassau 
Street dealer. There are fifteen 
stamps in each sheet, ungummed, and 
over the stamps, at the top we read 
the national anthem and also at the 
bottom. The colors are different in 
each sheet. This set in sheets should 
grace the collection of those who go 
in for philatelic sheets. 


We hear of another sandwich man 
in the Nassau Street section employed 
by Lee Drisco, a stamp dealer. This 
makes the third one. They usually 
stand in the street, near the curb- 
stone, handing out cards advertising 
their wares. 


We noticed an individual standing 
in front of a stamp dealers case with 
pencil in hand. We watched him and 
saw him making some observations 
on a pad. After visiting thirty five 
cases he is in a position to buy an 
item a few cents cheaper—time con- 
sumed one whole afternoon. 


A stamp collector was hitting it up 
through a small village in Connecticut 
in his car. Soon he heard the putt- 
putt of a motorcycle behind and real- 
ized that the jig was up. A hard 
boiled cop drew up and asked for the 
license of the collector. A frantic 
search of his pockets yielded a small 
stock book which he opened and the 
next he heard from the minion of the 
law “Are you a stamp collector and 
have you a used copy of the 2% 
pence Great Britain Jubilee?” “Yes” 
said our hero “and you can have it 
with my compliments.” “Proceed” 
said the cop.
